The  nation's  televiewers  once  again  will  have  front  row- 
center  seats  for  a  smash  Broadway  hit  when  NBC-TV's  PRODUCERS' 
SHOWCASE  presents  the  long-run  comedy,  "The  Fourposter,"  starring  the 
original  cast -of -two,  Hume  Cronyn  and  Jessica  Tandy,  on  Monday, 

July  25  (8-9:30  p.m.,  EDT). 

This  comedy  by  the  brilliant  young  Dutch  playwright,  Jan  de 
Hartog,  will  be  telecast  both  in  color  and  in  black  and  white  for  its 
television  premiere. 

Miss  Tandy  and  Cronyn,  who  in  real  life  have  been  married 
for  18  years,  will  portray  a  married  couple  through  35  years  of  their 
lives  together  --  from  their  wedding  night  through  the  mellow  autumn 
of  their  latter  years.  An  omnipresent  prop  --  an  antique  fourposter 
bed  --  appears  in  every  scene,  and  near  it  are  enacted  many  of  the 
large  and  small  crises  experienced  in  over  three  decades  of  marriage.

Clark  Jones,  who  directed  NBC -TV’s  memorable  production  of 
"Peter  Pan,"  will  direct  "The  Fourposter."  Cronyn  will  produce  and 
stage  the  play,  with  which  he  and  hi3  wife  toured  the  nation  following 
a  Broadway  run  of  79  weeks.  Fred  Coe  is  executive  producer  for  NBC, 
Otis  Riggs  will  design  the  settings  for  the  play. 

Previously  considered  (though  not  confirmed)  for  the  July  25 
program  on  "Producers’  Showcase"  was  the  British  color  film,  "The 
Magic  Box,"  starring  Robert  Donat.  When  the  occasion  arose  on  short 
notice  to  bring  Miss  Tandy  and  Cronyn  to  TV  in  "The  Fourposter"  in  a 
live  version  of  their  famous  hit,  available  to  NBC  only  at  this  time, 
the  network  grasped  the  opportunity.  "The  Magic  Box"  will  be  tele¬ 
vised  on  NBC -TV,  at  a  date  to  be  announced. 

"The  Fourposter"  marked  the  emergence  of  Cronyn  and  Miss 
Tandy  as  a  stage  acting  team,  though  they  had  been  paired  previously 
on  TV  and  movie  screens.  In  the  film,  "The  Seventh  Cross,"  they  were 
husband  and  wife,  and  in  "The  Green  Years"  they  portrayed  father  and 
daughter.  Earlier  this  season  on  Broadway  they  were  once  more  a 
make-believe  husband  and  wife  in  "The  Honeys."  In  "The  Fourposter" 
they  again  portray  a  tempestuous  married  couple,  in  a  series  of  comic 
and  poignant  vignettes . 

Apart  from  their  team  efforts,  "who's  Who  in  the  Theatre" 
proves  that  Miss  Tandy  and  Cronyn  are  performers  of  considerable 
individual  stature.  Jessica  Tandy's  most  acclaimed  portrayal  in  this 
country  was  her  electrifying  interpretation  of  Blanche  du  Bois  in  the 
original  New  York  production  of  Tennessee  Williams'  Pulitzer  Prize 
winner,  "A  Streetcar  Named  Desire."  Broadway  audiences  also  applauded 
her  in  "Hilda  Crane,"  "Jupiter  Laughs,"  "Time  and  the  Conways"  and 
"The  White  Steed,"

In  her  native  London,  she  played  opposite  Laurence  Olivier 
in  "Henry  V"  at  the  Old  Vic,  and  at  the  same  theatre  she  was  Ophelia 
to  John  Gielgud's  "Hamlet."  Apart  from  the  aforementioned  films  in 
which  she  appeared  with  Cronyn,  Miss  Tandy  had  prominent  parts  in 
"The  Valley  of  Decision,"  "Dragonwyck, "  "Forever  Amber,"  "A  Woman's 
Face"  and  "The  Desert  Fox,"  in  which  she  played  Frau  Rommel,  opposite 
James  Mason. 

Cronyn,  veteran  of  a  score  of  Broadway  plays,  is  a  producer - 
author-director  as  well.  His  numerous  film  credits  include  "People 
Will  Talk,"  "Lifeboat,"  (with  Tallulah  Bankhead),  "Letter  From  Evie," 
"Top  o'  the  Morning"  (with  Bing  Crosby)  and  "Brute  Force"  (with 
Burt  Lancaster).  He  has  written  movie  scripts,  and  directed  two 
stage  plays:  "Now  I  Lay  Me  Down  to  Sleep"  and  "Hilda  Crane"  (which 
starred  his  wife).  He  was  also  co-producer  of  the  ANTA  production, 
"The  Little  Blue  Light."

NBC  DOMINATES  TELEVISION  CATEGORY  IN  TIDE  MAGAZINE  SURVEY 
ON  MOST  EFFECTIVE  TRADE  ADVERTISING  BY  MEDIA 

NBC  Wins  16  Out  of  22  Comments  on  Broadcasting  Ads,  Leading 
Second  Network  by  400  Per  Cent;  80  Per  Cent  of  Panelists 
Preferred  NBC  Ads  to  Any  Other  Network's 

NBC's  trade  advertisements  are  the  tops  in  the  broadcasting 
industry,  according  to  Tide  Magazine's  Leadership  Panel  results 
announced  in  the  magazine's  July  2  issue. 

Leading  the  second  network  by  almost  400  per  cent,  NBC -TV 
ranked  third  in  all  media  advertising  with  the  Saturday  Evening  Post 
and  Life  Magazine  taking  first  and  second  place  respectively. 

Of  the  1,120  panelists  who  thought  that  television  does  the 
best  job  in  promoting  itself,  875  referred  to  NBC  advertisements. 

Only  198  or  approximately  18  per  cent  had  the  second  network  in  mind. 

The  Tide  Leadership  Panel  was  composed  of  5*000  key 
advertising  executives  who  were  surveyed  on  the  most  effective 
advertising  media. 

The  principal  questions  and  findings  of  the  survey  were: 

"Can  you  think  of  an  ad  recently  run  by  a  medium  (for 
itself)  that  particularly  interested  you?  If  so,  what  was 
it?"

RADIO  FAN  CLUB  realizes  its  original  concept  of  a  one-hour-and- 
55-minute  air  session  with  Bill  Silbert,  the  "teenagers'  favorite 
disc  jockey,"  presenting  the  nation's  leading  recording  stars  in 
person  (8  to  9:55  p.m,,  EDT,  Fridays). 

As  an  example  of  the  guest  caliber  appearing  each  Friday, 
the  July  8  line-up  includes  Eileen  Barton,  Terri  Stevens,  Jaye  P, 
Morgan,  Don  Cornell  and  Sam  "the  Man"  Taylor's  Orchestra. 

Members  of  the  fan  clubs  of  these  stars  gather  in  Radio 
City's  Studio  6a,  to  meet  their  favorites  in  person,  interview  them, 
dance  with  them  and  take  part  in  one  of  the  most  unusual  radio 
programs  on  the  air. 

According  to  John  Cleary,  director  of  programs  for  the 
NBC  Radio  Network,  the  cross-country  reaction  to  "National  Radio 
Fan  Club"  has  more  than  justified  expanding  the  air  time  to  its 
present  schedule.

MEXICAN  AND  CANADIAN  TRAVEL  BUREAUS  REPORT  GREAT  TOURIST 
INTEREST  AFTER  THREE -NATION  'WIDE  WIDE  WORLD'  TELECAST 


Wanderlust  --  in  the  form  of  urges  to  go  South  of  the 
border  down  Mexico  way  and  North  of  it  up  Canada  way  —  afflicted 
United  States  citizens  the  day  after  NBC-TV's  Spectacular  WIDE  WIDE 
WORLD  (Monday,  June  27). 

Augusto  Jordan,  of  the  Mexican  Government  Tourist  Bureau, 
told  NBC  today  (Thursday,  June  30)  that  "The  phone  hasn't  stopped 
ringing  since  'Wide  Wide  World. '  People  call  us  to  say  how  much  they 
liked  the  program  and  to  get  information  about  Mexico  and  how  to  get 
there  and  how  much  it  costs. 

"Also,  they  want  to  learn  more  about  bullfighting  and  they 
want  to  know  where  the  beautiful  costumes  came  from. 

"We  usually  get  about  200  letters  a  day  but  now  we're 
getting  from  250  to  300  --  all  of  them  mentioning  the  television 
program. " 

Alan  Field,  manager  of  the  Canadian  Government  Travel 
Bureau,  told  a  similar  story. 

"That  program  had  a  really  wonderful  response,"  he  said. 

"At  least  50  people  have  called,  saying  how  much  they  liked  the 
Stratford  section  of  the  show  and  inquiring  about  transportation 
there.  And  the  majority  of  them  have  bought  their  tickets  already. 
We're  terribly  pleased." 

"Wide  Wide  World"  was  a  90-minute  panoramic  telecast  which 
brought  viewers  live  pickups  from  Mexico,  Canada,  and  nine  widely 

scattered  parts  of  the  United  States,

MARLIN  PERKINS  AND  STAFF  TO  LEAVE  JULY  19 
ON  AFRICAN  SAFARI  TO  FILM  WILD  LIFE 
SHOWS  FOR  TV  'ZOO  PARADE' 

One  of  TVs  most  ambitious  projects,  the  African  safari  of 
NBC's  ZOO  PARADE,  will  start  July  19  when  the  program's  staff  leaves 
from  New  York  via  Scandinavian  Air  Lines  on  the  first  leg  of  the 
three-month  sojourn. 

Headed  by  Marlin  Perkins,  conductor  of  "Zoo  Parade"  and 
director  of  the  Chicago  Lincoln  Park  Zoo,  the  group  will  travel  more 
than  25,000  miles  before  returning  to  Los  Angeles,  via  the  North  Pole, 
in  October. 

Six  or  more  complete  "Zoo  Parade"  shows  will  be  produced  in 
Africa  as  sound-on-film  productions.  "This  will  be  the  first  tele¬ 
vision  series  to  issue  smack  out  of  Africa,"  Perkins  says,  "We'll  be 
voicing  the  shows  as  we  shoot  them  --  just  as  we  do  every  Sunday  on 
our  regular  series." 

One  of  the  first  shows  to  be  filmed  will  be  built  around 
underwater  scenes  of  hippos  at  the  Mzimi  Springs  area.  Another  will 
be  devoted  to  the  rare  white  rhinos  of  Hlu-Hluwe.  The  staff  also 
will  visit  the  unusual  animal  game  farm  of  Louis  Ruhe  near  Arusha, 

Two  resident  cameramen  have  been  on  the  scene  this  Spring 
filming  for  "Zoo  Parade"  the  annual  migration  of  antelopes  and  other 
animals  across  the  plains  of  Tanganyika  and  Sarangeti,  It  is  expected

that  other  shows  will  be  devoted  to  Krueger  National  Park  near 
Johannesburg,  where  many  uncaged  wild  animals  are  on  display;  the 
lost  elephant  herd  of  Addo;  seals  at  Mossel  Bay,  and  the  famous  Port 
Elizabeth  Snake  Farm.  Perkins  also  plans  a  show  on  the  story  of  the 
man-eating  lions  of  the  Tsavo  Forest. 

In  Africa,  the  "Zoo  Parade"  staff  also  will  shoot  special 
film  for  NBC-TV's  "Today"  and  other  shows.  NBC  newsman  Jim  Hurlbut, 
Perkins'  regular  aide  on  the  "Zoo  Parade"  programs,  also  will  broad¬ 
cast  by  shortwave  for  NBC  Radio's  new  "Monitor"  program. 

Accompanying  Perkins  and  Hurlbut  will  be  Don  Meier, 
producer-director  of  "Zoo  Parade";  Tom  Arend,  floor  director;  Dorothy 
Ruddell,  program  writer;  Earl  Harris,  unit  manager;  and  Art  Shay, 
photographer-publicist.  The  technical  crew  includes  Mr.  and  Mrs. 

Murl  Deusing,  camera  team  who  have  worked  previously  in  Africa;  Grant 
Holliday,  free-lance  wild  life  photographer;  John  Kyper,  free-lance 
nature  photographer;  and  Bryan  Wright,  sound  engineer. 

The  "Zoo  Parade"  task  force  will  go  first  to  Copenhagen, 
arriving  there  July  20.  They  will  stop  in  Hamburg,  Germany,  and  then 
head  for  Nairobi,  South  Africa,  where  they  will  be  outfitted  for  their 
safari  into  the  jungle.

More  tran  75  mammoth  one-shot  productions  and  Spectacular’s, 
featuring  the  most  celebrated  stars  in  showbusiness  and  embracing  the 
entire  field  of  entertainment,  will  spark  NBC -TV’s  1955-56  schedule, 
making  it  "the  greatest  season  in  the  history  of  any  network,"  it 
was  announced  today  by  Thomas  A.  McAvity,  Vice  President  in  charge 
of  the  Television  Network  for  the  National  Broadcasting  Company. 

The  presentations  will  include  original  musicals,  oper¬ 
ettas,  outstanding  motion  pictures,  contemporary  and  classical 
dramas,  telementaries,  historical  dramas,  operas  and  ballet.

These  showbusiness  greats  will  be  billed  in  such  events  as 
"Our  Town,"  "The  Skin  of  Our  Teeth,"  "Alice  in  Wonderland,"  "Richard 
III,"  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors,"  "Sleeping  Beauty,"  "Peter  Pan," 
"Madam  Butterfly,"  "Babes  in  Toyland,"  "The  Devil’s  Disciple,"  the 
world  premiere  of  two  new  American  operas  —  "Griffelkin"  and  "La 
Grande  Breteche"  —  and  "The  Magic  Flute"  (the  latter  to  be  presented 
on  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Mozart). 

"This  parade  of  talent  and  productions  will  be  the  focal 
point  of  what  promises  to  be  the  greatest  television  schedule  in  the 
history  of  NBC  and  the  broadcasting  industry,"  Mr.  McAvity  said. 
"NBC’s  pioneering  Spectaculars  and  one-shots  last  season  pointed  the 
way  to  even  more  exciting  events  to  come  in  1955-56.  To  go  forward, 
we  must  raise  our  sights,  not  only  in  quality  but  also  in  numbers,

"Young  India,"  a  90-minute  color  film  now  in  the  making  and 
which  is  a  non-fiction  feature  in  which  Chester  Bowles,  ex-U.S, 
Ambassador  to  India,  assays  the  hope  and  lack  of  it  in  turbulent

and  his  New  York  editors  (he  was  representing  INS  then)  cabled  back 
their  consternation  --  they  couldn't  believe  him.

In  1942  he  returned  to 
Europe  as  European  manager  for  Newsweek  and  as  special  reporter  for 
NBC. 

In  1943  he  shifted  entirely  to  NBC  and  covered  the  rest  of 
the  war,  including  D-Day,  the  thrust  to  Normandy  and  the  Battle  of 
the  Bulge,  From  D-Day  to  D+110,  he  was  the  world  radio  pool  voice, 
living  and  traveling  with  Gen,  Eisenhower. 

With  the  advent  of  V-E  Day,  Mueller  was  assigned  to  the 
Pacific,  He  covered  the  signing  of  the  Japanese  surrender  aboard 
the  TJ.S.S.  Missouri  --  again  as  the  world  radio  pool  voice. 

Next,  the  peripatetic  Mueller  managed  NBC's  London  bureau. 

In  1952  he  received  his  first  domestic  assignment  in  many  years  --  the 
Presidential  elections. 

Mueller  has  received  numerous  awards,  including  the  Purple 
Heart,  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire,  signed  commendations  from 
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3  -  Merrill  Mueller 


President  Eisenhower  and  royal  representatives  of  the  British  Empire 
the  French  Legion  of  Honor,  a  Sigma  Delta  Chi  award,  the  Long  Island 
University  award,  and  two  Headliners'  awards  for  outstanding  achieve 
ments  in  journalism. 

He  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1916  and  educated  in  New 
York,  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts ,  He  is  married  to  the  former 
Edith  Nicholson,  whom  he  met  in  London.

'YOU  AND  YOUR  CHILD,'  FOLLOWING  'DING  DONG  SCHOOL' 

Dr,  Frances  Horwich,  star  and  producer  of  "Ding  Dong  School" 
and  supervisor  of  children's  programs  for  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company,  has  quietly  begun  an  additional  new  program  of  her  own  on 
NBC -TV. 

The  new  program,  YOU  AND  YOUR  CHILD,  is  telecast  Mondays 
through  Fridays  from  10t30  to  10:45  a.m,,  EDT.  It  immediately  follows 
"Ding  Dong  School,"  the  TV  "nursery  school"  in  which  Dr.  Horwich  is 
known  to  several  million  young  viewers  as  their  "Miss  Frances." 

(NOTE;  "You  and  Your  Child,"  which  began  Monday,  July  4, 
is  not  in  any  sense  an  extension  of  "Ding  Dong  School,"  as  announced 
in  the  NBC  news  report  dated  June  29,  And  "Ding  Dong  School," 
contrary  to  that  announcement,  will  continue  unchanged). 

"You  and  Your  Child"  is  a  homey  kind  of  program  in  which 
Miss  Frances  speaks  with  parents  about  aspects  of  everyday  living  with 
children.  Discussion  will  take  in  children  up  to  10  years  of  age; 
it  will  not  have  the  approximately  two-to-six-years-of -age  limitation 
of  "Ding  Dong  School." 

Outlining  her  plans  for  the  new  program,  Dr,  Horwich  said: 
"Miss  Frances  will  still  be  the  person  who  has  specialized  in  working 
with  children  but  is  not  pretending  to  take  the  role,  say,  of  the

psychiatrist*  Miss  Prances  will  try  to  help  parents  think  through 
those  questions  that  are  popping  up  from  time  to  time  in  their  daily 
living  with  children, 

"It  is  designed  on  the  premise  that  parents  have  too  little 
opportunity  to  talk  over  things  that  bother  them,  or  don't  know  how  to 

i. 

handle  their  children's  behavior  and  their  children's  relationships 
with  other  children," 

Among  the  examples  Dr,  Horwich  gave  are  the  youngster  who 
gets  into  a  fight  with  the  neighbor's  child;  the  10-year-old  who 
knocks  over  his  younger  brother's  block  building;  the  little  girl  who 
"gets  even"  with  her  older  brother  by  defacing  his  newest  drawing  with 
crayon  scrawls. 

But  "You  and  Your  Child"  will  not  be  restricted  to  problems, 
"There  will  be  talk  about  the  kind  of  things  parents  and  children  can 
do  together,"  Dr,  Horwich  said,  "There  will  be  things  that  help 
create  happy  relationships  within  the  family."  From  time  to  time  Miss 
Fracnes  may  introduce  interesting  new  equipment,  such  as  a  record 
player  or  some  new  records  for  children  or  for  family  fun.  Certainly 
Miss  Frances  will  call  to  parents'  attention  some  of  the  most  recent 
books  on  child  behavior.  From  time  to  time,  there  will  be  interviews 
with  parents,  and  with  specialists  in  different  aspects  of  child 
behavior.  And  there  will  be  an  opportunity  for  parents  to  write  in 
and  ask  questions  about  what  is  happening  in  their  own  family  life. 

For  example:  "Why  has  Junior  suddenly  lost  the  desire  to  play  with 
Cousin  Johnny?" 

Dr,  Horwich  is  the  producer  of  "You  and  Your  Child,"  Len 
Salvo  Jr.,  who  directs  "Ding  Dong  School,"  directs  the  new  program  as 
well .

managers  A1  Lopez  and  Leo  Durocher,  the  stage  is  set  for  NBC -TV's 
sixth  consecutive  telecast  of  the  annual  All-Star  baseball  game,  which 
will  be  contested  in  Milwaukee's  County  Stadium  Tuesday,  July  12 
(3:15  P.m. ,  EDT) . 

Veteran  baseball  commentators  Mel  Allen  and  A1  Heifer  will 
team  up  to  describe  the  action  in  this  22nd  renewal  of  the  classic. 

The  coast-to-coast  telecast  will  be  sponsored  by  the  GILLETTE  CAVAL¬ 
CADE  OF  SPORTS. 

Durocher,  manager  of  the  World  Champion  New  York  Giants,  has 
selected  a  National  League  pitching  staff'  which  includes  Brooklyn's 
Don  Newcombe,  Philadelphia's  Robin  Roberts,  Milwaukee's  Gene  Conley 
and  Chicago's  Sam  Jones  —  all  righthanders.  His  southpaw  selections 

are  St.  Louis'  Harvey  Haddix,  Cincinnati's  Joe  Nuxhall  and  St.  Louis' 
Luis  Arroyo. 

Lopez,  pilot  of  the  Cleveland  Indians,  has  named  an  American 
League  mound  corps  comprised  of  Chicago's  Billy  Pierce  and  Dick 
Donovan,  Cleveland's  Herb  Score  and  Early  Wynn,  New  York's  Whitey  Ford 
and  Bob  Turley,  Detroit's  Bill  Hoeft,  Boston's  Frank  Sullivan  and 
Baltimore's  Jim  Wilson. 

All  other  players  are  selected  by  the  vote  of  fans.  The 
American  League  holds  a  13-8  edge  in  the  series  and  won  last  year's 
game  at  Cleveland,  11-9.

NBC’S  COLORCAST  OP  "COMBAT  TELEVISION"  WINS  "ERNIE"  AWARD 
FOR  "OUTSTANDING  CONTRIBUTION  TO  NATIONAL  SECURITY" 

"Combat  Television,"  the  NBC  colorcast  demonstrating  the 
use  of  TV  on  the  battlefield,  has  won  the  "Ernie"  award  presented  by 
The  Airborne  Association  for  "an  outstanding  contribution  to  national 
security  by  a  telecast." 

The  presentation  was  made  Sunday,  July  3>  at  a  dinner  in  the 
Willard  Hotel  in  Washington  during  the  association’s  first  annual 
convention.  The  award  was  presented  by  Terry  Sanford,  president  of 
the  association,  and  Julian  Goodman,  manager  of  News  and  Special 
Events  for  NBC  in  Washington,  accepted  for  NBC.  Principal  speaker  at 
the  dinner  was  Senator  Strom  Thurmond  of  South  Carolina. 

"Combat  Television"  was  colorcast  Aug.  11,  195^  by  NBC  from 
Port  George  Meade,  Md,,  in  cooperation  with  the  Radio  Corporation  of 
America  and  the  Amy  Signal  Corps,  Field  exercises  involving  hundreds 
of  troops  demonstrated  the  use  of  television  in  warfare  to  give 
commanders  a  view  of  front-line  operations. 

Among  those  participating  in  the  program  were  Gen,  Matthew 
B.  Ridgway,  as  Chief  of  Staff,  U.S.  Army;  Lt,  Gen,  Floyd  L,  Parks, 
Commander,  Second  Army;  Maj.  Gen,  George  I.  Back,  Chief  Signal

Officer,  U.S,  Army;  and  Brig.  Gen.  David  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the 
Boards  of  RCA  and  NBC,  who  has  been  termed  "the  father  of  military 
television." 

The  program  received  extensive  press  coverage  as  a  history¬ 
making  event.  The  date  coincided  with  the  20th  anniversary  of  the 
first  proposal  for  military  use  of  television.  That  proposal  was 
taken  to  Washington  in  193^  by  General  Sarnoff  and  led  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  plans  for  widespread  applications  of  television  as  a  weapon 
of  defense. 

The  "Ernie"  awards  were  established  earlier  this  year  by  The 
Airborne  Association  to  honor  the  memory  of  Ernie  Pyle,  who  was  killed 
10  years  ago  while  covering  the  fighting  in  the  Pacific  area.  The  10 
awards  are  presented  in  the  following  categories;  news  reporting,  a 
newspaper  columnist,  an  editorial,  an  article  in  a  periodical,  a  radio 
broadcast,  a  television  broadcast,  an  author  of  a  book,  a  cartoon,  a 
still  photograph  and  a  motion  picture.

TV  'Special  Report'  (With  Top  Analysts)  and  Radio  'Geneva  Conference' 
(With  James  Byrne  and  Harold  E.  St as sen)  to  Be  Featured 
Following  'Meeting  at  the  Summit '  Telementary 

NBC  News  will  present  two  special  programs  —  one  tele¬ 
vision  and  one  radio  —  dealing  with  the  Big  Four  Conference  in 
Geneva  in  addition  to  the  previously  announced  telementary,  MEETING 
AT  THE  SUMMIT  (8-9  p.m.,  EDT,  Sunday,  July  17). 

The  television  program,  entitled  A  SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  THE 
BIG  FOUR  will  appear  on  Sunday,  July  24,  from  5  to  5:30  p.m,,  EDT, 

The  radio  program  will  replace  the  NBC  News  series  of 
"Biographies  In  Sound"  for  that  week.  Entitled  GENEVA  1955  — 
PENDULUM  OF  PEACE,  it  will  be  presented  on  Tuesday,  July  19,  from 
9-9:55  P.m.,  EDT. 

Five  commentators  will  be  featured  on  "A  Special  Report 
on  the  Big  Four";  and  they  will  analyze  the  progress  of  the  Geneva 
Conference  in  its  first  week.  Three  of  the  five  selected  for  this 
discussion  are  NBC's  Paris  correspondent,  Frank  Bourgholtzer,  Ray 
Scherer,  NBC *3  special  White  House  correspondent  who  is  covering  the 
Eisenhower  party  in  Geneva,  and  Chet  Huntley,  West  Coast  staff

commentator.  Both  Bourgholtzer  and  Scherer  will  fly  to  Washington 
from  Geneva  especially  for  the  program.

BOB  HOPE  LAUDED  FOR  HIS  AID  TO  LONDON'S  "BOYS  TOWN" 

British  Clergyman,  Appearing  on  NBC  Radio's  "Wonderful  City," 
Praises  Comedian;  Program  Offers  Assistance  to  Project 

NBC  star  Bob  Hope  was  lauded  yesterday  (July  7)  as  the  one 
person  most  responsible  for  the  rebuilding  and  continued  growth  of 
the  English  counterpart  of  Nebraska's  Boys  Town  by  the  Rev,  J, 
Butterworth  of  London  on  NBC  Radio's  new  afternoon  show,  WONDERFUL 
CITY  (3:05-3530  p.m.,  EDT) , 

Mr,  Butterworth  is  founder  and  director  of  Clubland  in 
London,  a  non-sectarian  institution  founded  in  1922  in  the  middle  of 
a  slums  area  to  give  a  home  to  young  boys  and  keep  them  out  of 
mischief , 

On  May  10,  1941,  Clubland  was  blown  to  bits  during  an  air 
attack,  and  the  clergyman  despaired  of  ever  rebuilding. 

Ten  years  later  almost  to  the  day,  Mr,  Butterworth  met 
Bob  Hope  in  London  on  one  of  the  latter's  many  jaunts  to  Britain. 
Hope,  when  he  saw  the  ruins,  vowed  to  help  the  British  clergyman 
rebuild  his  shelter  for  youngsters. 

That  very  year  Hope  donated  his  first  two  weeks'  earnings 
at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Theatre  in  London  to  the  fund.

Three  times  since  then,  in  1952,  1953  and  1954 ,  Hope  has 
done  special  shows  for  the  institution  in  England  and  donated  his 
salary.  Largely  through  his  efforts,  the  institution  has  now  been 
rebuilt  and  is  larger  and  more  comfortably  equipped  than  before. 

Mr.  Butterworth  now  plans  to  add  a  wing  in  honor  of  Hope. 
His  purpose  in  coming  to  this  country,  he  says,  is  to  visit  each  of 
the  48  States,  seeking  sponsorship  of  48  stone  plaques,  each  worth 
about  $300,  for  the  new  wing. 

Eddie  Dunn,  emcee  of  "Wonderful  City,"  the  "show  with  a 
heart  as  big  as  New  York,"  announced  that  he  would  cooperate  by 
sending  telegrams  to  each  of  the  governors  of  the  48  States  enlisting 
their  aid  for  the  program.  He  further  announced  that  he  was 
presenting  the  clergyman  with  a  "key  to  the  city"  in  the  form  of 
subscribing  for  one  plaque  in  the  name  of  "Wonderful  City." 

The  program  is  produced,  written  and  directed  by  Mel 
Baily  and  originates  in  New  York.

DESCRIPTION: 

One  of  NBC*s  continuing  series 
of  filmed  conversations  with 
"elder  wise  men,"  Now  79, 
Casals,  the  great  cellist, 
is  generally  acknowledged  to 
be  one  of  the  foremost 
musicians  of  our  time. 

In  the  film,  in  which  he  re¬ 
views  his  life  and  work,  he 
speaks  with  his  friend  and 
former  student,  Madeline 

Foley,  the  young  American 
cellist  he  believes  is  best 
fitted  to  carry  on  his 
musical  ideals.  He  also  plays 
two  cello  selections:  a  Bach 
bourree  and  "Song  of  the 
Birds,"  a  folksong  of  his 
native  Spanish  province  of 
Catalonia. 

BIOGRAPHICAL  DATA: 

Casals  was  born  Dec.  29,  1876, 
in  Vendrell,  a  small  Spanish 
town  on  the  Mediterranean 
coast  not  far  from  Barcelona. 
An  opponent  of  the  regime  of 
Generalissimo  Franco,  he  now 
lives  in  self-imposed  exile 
in  Prades,  a  small  town  in 
the  south  of  France  12  miles 
from  the  Spanish  border. 

Each  summer  since  1950  he 
has  played  and  conducted  in 
a  Prades  festival  which 
attracts  music -lovers  from 
all  over  the  world.

"An  important  aspect  of  the  prize  for  the  general  manager 
will  be  that  he  will  use  the  trip  to  Europe  to  observe  the  systems  of 
government  and  ways  of  life  in  foreign  countries  in  order  better  to 
serve  his  community  in  interpreting  and  furthering  the  American  way 
of  life,"  Mr.  Denny  said. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  film  and  tape-recording 
coverage  of  the  trip  for  the  benefit  of  American  audiences, 

"We  are  well  aware  of  the  great  tide  of  good  will  from  press 
and  public  which  has  been  accorded  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 
for  its  leadership  on  every  front,"  Mr,  Denny  said  in  a  letter  to  the 
general  managers. 

"I  am  confident  that  you  concur  that  the  NBC  Owned  Stations, 
collectively  and  individually,  must  earn  their  right  to  share  in  this 
good  will,"  he  continued,  "We  are  the  instruments  of  the  company’s 
service  to  the  public  in  six  great  cities  --  and  an  important  source 
of  revenue  for  it.

"The  role  of  a  broadcasting  station  in  Amer’.ca's  democratic 
and  free-enterprise  system  is  clearly  summed  up  in  that  phrase,"  he 
noted , 

The  contest  will  cover  achievements  in  leadership  between 
the  period  July  4,  1955  through  Jan,  1,  1956.  Judges  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  later. 

The  stations  were  given  wide  latitude  in  accomplishing  the 
leadership  objectives  of  the  NBC  Owned  Stations.  New  program  series, 
one-shot  special  programs,  use  of  existing  programs,  extension  of 
existing  projects,  and  promotion  of  the  total  effort  will  be  consid¬ 
ered  in  the  competition.

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TRILBY  AND  ARTIST  DISCOVER  A  HAPPY  ENDING  IN  ALAN  HANDLEY'S 
MUSICAL  MELODRAMA ,  "SVENGALI  AND  THE  BLONDE,” 

TO  BE  TELECAST  JULY  30  ON  NBC 

Artists  to  Appear  in  'Disenchanted  Blues '  Ballet 

A  happy  ending  and  a  tongue-in-cheek  treatment  of  the  joys 
of  an  artist's  life  will  be  incorporated  by  producer-director  Alan 
Handley  in  his  musical  melodrama,  SVENGALI  AND  THE  BLONDE  (NBC -TV, 
Saturday,  July  30,  9  to  10:30  p.m.,  EDT),  based  on  George  du  Maurier's 
novel  "Trilby." 

The  original  book  was  a  little  too  grim  for  Handley's  taste, 
since  it  ended  with  the  beautiful  blonde  model  dying  in  her  sweet¬ 
heart's  arms  after  her  release  from  the  hypnotic  spell  of  the  evil 
Svengali .  Handley  will  rewrite  the  story  to  provide  the  prospect  of 
a  long  and  happy  life  for  the  lovers . 

"I  happen  to  like  happy  endings,"  Handley  says,  and  for  his 
90-minute  musical  melodrama  he  will  provide  just  that.  Otherwise,  the 
plot  will  remain  substantially  the  same,  with  the  young  English  artist, 
Billee  (Russell  Arms)  falling  in  love  with  the  Latin  Quarter's  most 
beloved  model.  Trilby  (Carol  Channing) .  Just  as  in  the  book,  Svengali 
(Basil  Rathbone)  snatches  Trilby  from  the  threshold  of  marriage  by 
means  of  hypnosis.  Years  pass,  and  she  disappears  from  the  lives  of 
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2  -  'Svengali  and  the  Blonde1 


Billee  and  his  artist  friends.  When  a  mysterious  "Madame  Svengall," 
a  marvelous  singer  and  the  toast  of  Europe,  appears  in  Paris,  the 
artists  suspect  it  might  be  Trilby  and  attend  her  concert. 

At  this  point,  producer  Handley,  whose  idea  it  was  to  set 
the  novel  to  music,  makes  a  subtle  change.  Author  du  Maurier  con¬ 
veniently  provided  Svengali  with  heart  trouble,  which  was  fanned  into 
a  fatal  attack  by  Billee* s  demands  that  he  release  Trilby  from  his 
wicked  spell.  However,  direct  responsibility  for  a  person's  death 
would  not  be  in  keeping  with  the  happy  ending  for  Billee,  so  Svengali *s 
heart  attacks  will  be  self -generated  in  the  TV  story.  Billee  becomes 
the  innocent  bystander. 

As  narrator  Ethel  Barrymore  says  in  the  opening  moments  of 
the  script  for  "Svengali  and  the  Blonde,"  "This  is  not  precisely  the 
same  treatment  as  the  one  filmed  by  my  brother  John  some  years  ago. 
However,  I  think  you'll  dig  it  nonetheless." 

Handley  takes  a  sly  poke  at  the  joys  of  the  present-day 
artists'  life,  a3  compared  with  the  gay  existence  of  Trilby  and 
Billee 's  Latin  Quarter  friends,  in  the  "flash  front"  sequence  of 
the  melodrama.  When  Trilby  wonders  aloud  whether  young  artists  living 
in  the  same  studio  in  the  future  will  be  as  happy  as  she  and  Billee 
are  in  1885,  he  assures  her  they  will.  Then  the  cameras  will  show 
in  the  same  setting  a  group  of  1955  artists,  men  and  women,  complete 
with  blue  jean  costumes,  lank  hair,  intense  expressions  of  despair. 
They  are  surrounded  by  their  works  of  art,  mad  mobiles,  unintelligible 
paintings  and  strange,  lumpy  pieces  of  sculpture.  In  this  setting, 
the  1955  artists  will  dance  a  ballet,  choreographed  by  Tony  Charmoli, 
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3  -  'Svengali  and  the  Blonde1 

to  "The  Disenchanted  Blues."  At  the  close  of  the  ballet,  the  story 
will  return  to  the  original  1885  setting  where  life,  despite  Svengali, 
was  somewhat  less  fraught  with  neurosis. 

A  second  ballet  number  to  be  conceived  and  choreographed 
by  Charmoli  will  be  the  "Spider  Ballet"  during  which  he  shows 
symbolically  the  influence  of  Svengali  over  Trilby  by  means  of  a 
gigantic  spider  drawing  a  helpless  victim  into  his  web.

A  ’’national  theatre"  will  be  created  next  Fall  when  NBC-TV 
inaugurates  a  new  concept  in  afternoon  programming  with  a  daily  series 
of  full-hour,  full-color,  live  dramatic  programs  of  nighttime  quality, 
Thomas  A.  McAvity,  NBC  Vice  President  in  Charge  of  the  Television 
Network,  announced  today. 

Albert  McCleery,  NBC  Executive  Producer  who  introduced  the 
"theatre-in- the-round"  technique  to  television,  will  be  executive 
producer  of  the  series,  titled  "Matinee."  The  completely  new  type 
of  daytime  productions  will  present  outstanding  artists  of  television, 
Broadway  and  Hollywood  in  a  different  drama  each  day,  Monday- through - 
Friday,  3-^  p.m..  New  York  time,  beginning  Monday,  Oct.  3. 

In  his  announcement,  Mr.  McAvity  stated:  "This  is  a  unique 
approach  to  daytime  television,  which  will  bring  into  American  homes 
across  the  country  the  kind  of  theatre  now  limited  to  nighttime  TV 
viewers  and  theatre-goers  in  large  cities.  It  will  afford  the  daytime

audience  television  productions  on  a  par  with  outstanding  nighttime 
dramatic  shows  and  is  the  latest  move  by  NBC  to  streamline  the  daytime 
schedule  along  our  recently  announced  pattern  of  ’service  in  the 
morning  and  entertainment  in  the  afternoon’." 

"The  new  daily  dramatic  fare,"  Mr.  McAvity  said,  "has  been 
endorsed  enthusiastically  by  our  affiliates  and  is  an  extension  of  our 
belief  that  a  network's  programming  must  be  in  constant  search  of  new 
horizons . " 

Scripts  from  all  sources,  including  originals  and  repeat 
showings  of  the  best  of  nighttime  dramatic  television  of  the  past, 
will  be  offered  on  "Matinee."  The  series  also  will  present 
dramas  written  especially  for  specific  stars. 

In  addition  to  stars  of  television,  Broadway  and  motion 
pictures,  "Matinee"  will  be  used  as  a  vehicle  to  present  new  actors, 
writers,  producers  and  directors  discovered  under  NBC's  recently  inau¬ 
gurated  multi-million  dollar  talent  and  show  development  program, 
headed  by  Leonard  Hole,  NBC  director  of  program  development. 

Mr.  McCleery  will  head  several  separate  teams  of  writers, 
production  supervisors  and  directors,  which  will  be  necessary  for  the 
gigantic  task  of  producing  a  completely  different  dramatic  program 
each  afternoon  of  the  week. 

"Matinee,"  originating  from  NBC's  new  Color  City  in  Burbank, 
Calif.,  will  be  another  in  the  expanding  list  of  NBC-TV's  regularly 
scheduled  color  presentations  that  will  assure  viewers  of  color 
reception  almost  every  day  of  the  week.  Like  all  other  NBC-TV  color 
programs,  "Matinee"  also  may  be  seen  in  black  and  white. 
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Mr.  McCleery,  currently  producer  of  the  NBC-TV  "Cameo 
Theatre"  series  (Sundays,  10  p.m.,  EDT),  has  long  pioneered  new 
techniques  of  television  and  theatre  presentations.  He  has  been  a 
director  and  producer  with  NBC-TV  since  May,  19^9  and  was  named  as  an 
Executive  Producer  for  the  network  in  July,  1953.  Mr.  McCleery  is 
noted  for  his  technical  innovations,  especially  in  the  use  of  cameras. 

He  brought  the  "arena"  technique  to  TV  with  the  provocative 
dramatic  series,  "Cameo  Theatre"  in  1950.  Other  outstanding  TV  produc 
tions  for  which  he  has  been  responsible  include  Ibsen’s  "Peer  Gynt, " 
presented  as  TV’s  first  trilogy;  the  Maurice  Evans'  production  of 
Shakespeare’s  "Hamlet,"  and  the  "Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  series. 

Mr.  McCleery  was  born  in  Lawrence,  Kansas.  He  subsequently 
attended  36  different  schools  in  nine  states,  as  his  father  was  an  oil 
man.  Young  Albert  was  graduated  from  high  school  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas 
then  attended  Texas  Christian  University,  Northwestern  aid  the  Pasadena 
Playhouse.  He  holds  an  honorary  M.A.  in  Theatre  Arts  from  the  College 
of  Theatre  Arts  of  the  Pasadena  Playhouse. 

While  a  student  at  Northwestern,  he  organized  a  theatre-in- 
the-round  in  Evanston,  Ill.,  in  1931*  the  first  arena  theatre  in  the 
Midwest.  Two  years  later,  he  started  another  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa, 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  late  Grant  Wood.  Mr.  McCleery  later 
directed  Summer  stock  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  College  Players  of  the 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  and  at  Fordham  (N.Y.) 
University. 

He  served  as  a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the  Army  Signal  Corps 

during  World  War  II.  After  the  war,  he  headed  the  American  University 
Theatre  in  Biarritz,  France,  then  returned  to  New  York  and  Fordham, 

where  he  built  up  the  college  theatre  to  top  rank.

Well-informed  Americans  in  all  walks  of  life  today  are 
discussing  the  Geneva  conference  and  what  it  has  accomplished. 

The  people  of  America,  enjoying  the  greatest  free  news 
dissemination  facilities  in  the  world,  were  afforded  the  most  com¬ 
plete  and  diversified  coverage  possible  of  last  week’s  Big  Four 
meeting  in  Geneva. 

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  provided  its  viewers 
and  listeners  with  the  benefits  of  the  largest  TV  and  radio  staff 
assembled  in  Geneva. 

No  less  than  18  of  the  network's  top  newscasters  were  on 
the  scene,  headed  by  Davidson  Taylor,  NBC  Vice  President  in  charge 
of  Public  Affairs.  William  R.  McAndrew,  Director  of  NBC  News, 
assisted  Mr.  Taylor  in  directing  all  operations. 

NBC  Commentator  Henry  Cassidy,  former  Moscow  correspondent 
and  winner  of  an  Overseas  Press  Club  award  for  consistent  excellent 
reporting  of  foreign  affairs,  covered  members  of  the  Russian  dele¬ 
gation.

Merrill  Mueller,  Chief  of  NBC’s  Rome  Bureau,  oversaw  the  actual 
Palais  de  Nations  conference  site. 

A  number  of  the  NBC  newsmen  broadcast  directly  from  the 
Maison  de  La  Press,  from  a  specially  equipped  office,  with  special 
telephones  and  broadcasting  equipment  set  up, 

Lawrence  Spivak  was  a  busy  man,  contacting  various  world 
figures  for  future  "Meet  the  Press"  interviews. 

Prank  Bourgholtzer,  former  Paris  correspondent  and  present 
Chief  of  NBC's  German  Bureau,  covered  the  French  delegates. 

NBC  Film  correspondents  Alan  Blowey  of  the  London  office, 
Gerhardt  Stindt  of  the  Bonn  Bureau,  Guy  Blanchard  and  Robert  Hecox 
were  on  hand,  shooting  all  important  activities  and  sidelights. 

Henry  J.  Taylor  broadcast  his  regular  shows  from  Geneva, 
as  well  as  providing  general  coverage  of  the  important  world 
personalities  at  the  conferences. 

Romney  Wheeler,  NBC’s  chief  of  the  London  Bureau,  and 
Joseph  C.  Harsch,  Washington  commentator,  were  early  arrivals  in 
Geneva.  However,  they  both  flew  back  to  the  U.S.  for  NBC's  special 
telecast,  "Meeting  At  The  Summit,"  Sunday,  July  17.  On  Monday,

Irving  R.  Levine,  NBC  newscaster  touring  Russia  with  the 
Iowa  farmers,  sent  reports  on  the  reactions  of  the  Russian  "man  in 
the  street"  to  what  was  going  on  in  Geneva.

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NBC's  on  the  spot  coverage  of  Geneva  started  a  week  and  a 
half  prior  to  the  actual  conferences.  On  Wednesday,  July  6,  a  film 
story  of  the  security  preparations  of  the  Swiss  police  was  presented 
on  John  Cameron  Swayze's  NBC-TV  "News  Caravan."  The  films  showed  the 
conference  site,  the  Palais  de  Nations,  as  well  as  police  assignments 
around  the  lake  in  Geneva. 

On  Monday,  July  11,  "News  Caravan"  presented  a  film  story 
on  the  various  villas  in  which  the  Big  Four  members  were  to  stay. 

Wednesday,  July  13,  the  same  NBC  program  showed  the 
preparations  of  the  American  FBI  in  Geneva  in  advance  of  President 
Eisenhower's  arrival.  Viewers  also  saw  films  of  Secretary  Dulles' 
departure  from  Washington. 

"News  Caravan"  on  Thursday,  July  14,  showed  shots  of  various 
delegates  arriving  in  Geneva.  On  Friday,  July  15,  Swayze  offered 
films  of  Senator  George  saying  farewell  in  Washington  to  President 
Eisenhower. 

On  Monday,  the  18th,  the  show  presented  films  of  the 
Russian  delegates  meeting  President  Eisenhower  and  the  French 
delegation  in  front  of  a  church  in  Geneva. 

On  Tuesday,  July  19,  films  of  the  opening  meetings  on 
Monday  were  3hown.  There  were  also  films  of  German  students  march¬ 
ing  in  Marburg,  Germany,  demonstrating  in  favor  of  unification. 

"News  Caravan"  showed  pictures  of  the  Press  Room  and 
reporters  interviewing  President  Eisenhowerb  press  secretary  in  the 
Palais  de  Nations  on  Wednesday,  July  20.  There  were  also  films  of 
the  arrivals  of  the  Big  Four  outside  the  conference  site,  and  a 
transcription  from  Geneva  by  Merrill  Mueller.

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On  Thursday,  July  21,  there  was  another  Mueller  trans¬ 
cription  plus  films  of  Zhukov  at  a  luncheon  for  President  Eisenhower. 
There  were  also  shots  of  the  President  visiting  the  atomic  reactor 
in  Geneva  set  up  by  the  U.S,  Prom  Washington  came  comments  on  the 
conferences  by  Senator  George. 

Several  news  beats  in  connection  with  the  conference  were 
scored  on  NBC’s  early  morning  show,  "Today." 

On  Tuesday,  July  19,  "Today"  viewers  learned,  at  least 
seven  minutes  before  American  wire  service  editors,  that  the  Big 
Pour  foreign  ministers  in  Geneva  had  agreed  upon  an  agenda  for  the 
conferences.

Throughout  last  week  "Today"  devoted  the  8:15  to  8:30  a.m., 
EDT,  segment  to  news  of  the  "Summit"  meetings.  Round-robin  discus¬ 
sions  were  aired  from  Geneva,  Washington  and  New  York.  Dick 
McCutchen,  substituting  in  New  York  for  Frank  Blair,  moderated  talks 
with  government  figures  in  Washington  such  as  Rep.  Walter  Judd 
(R.-Minn.),  Senator  Styles  Bridges  (R.-N.H.)  and  Senator  John 
Sparkman  (D.-Ala.).  From  Geneva  several  NBC  correspondents  con¬ 
tributed  the  latest  news  at  the  scene. 

NBC  has  devoted  several  full-length  programs  to  the 
"Summit"  meetings  and  their  significance.

DUNNINGER  PROJECTS  A  THOUGHT  DURING  TELECAST  AND  MOST 
OF  50,000  LETTER-WRITERS  SEND  IN  CORRECT  ANSWER 

A  thought,  projected  by  master  mentalist  Dunninger  on  his 
NBC-TV  program  THE  DUNNINGER  SHOW  resulted  in  over  50,000  letters  and 
postcards  from  televiewers,  the  majority  of  them  listing  the  same 
"thought . " 

During  his  program  of  Saturday,  July  16  (NBC-TV,  8:30  p.m., 
EDT),  Dunninger  projected  the  thought  (the  name  of  a  U.S.  president) 
which  he  had  previously  written  on  a  sheet  of  paper,  placed  in  an 
envelope  that  was  then  sealed  and  deposited  in  a  vault  of  the  County 
Trust  Company  in  Mt.  Vernon,  N.Y.  He  invited  his  televiewers  to 
receive  his  "thought"  and  to  write  whatever  name  they  "received"  to 
the  Reuben  H.  Donnelley  Company,  a  firm  specializing  in  consumer  and 
audience  mail. 

On  the  program  of  Saturday,  July  23,  the  Donnelley  Company 
revealed  the  large  number  of  replies  they  had  received  to  Dunninger* s 
projection.  The  vast  majority  of  the  replies  named  Andrew  Jackson,  as 
the  president  whose  name  they  had  "received." 

A  vice  president  of  the  County  Trust  Company  brought  to  the 
program  the  sealed  envelope  with  the  name  Dunniger  had  written,  and 
opened  it  in  front  of  the  millions  of  televiewers.  The  sheet  of  paper 
contained  the  same  —  Andrew  Jackson.

A  new  advertising  pattern  which,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  broadcasting,  makes  possible  the  planned  use  by  adver¬ 
tisers  of  television  and  radio  as  complementary  media  on  a  seven- 
day-a-week  basis,  was  announced  today  by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff, 

Executive  Vice  President  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company* 

The  new  concept  enables  the  advertiser  to  employ  the 
flexibility  of  NBC-TV’s  TODAY,  HOME  and  TONIGHT  programs,  and  the 
cumulative  audience  potential  of  NBC  Radio’s  new  weekend  service, 
MONITOR,  to  obtain  cost-per-thousand  commercial  impressions  as  low 
as  88  cents. 

"By  intelligent  purchases  on  these  pioneer  television  and 
radio  programs,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  "the  advertiser  will  be  able  to 
utilize  the  strongest  points  of  each  medium,  and  will  take  advantage 
of  broader  market  coverage  and  greater  depth  of  penetration  than  was 
ever  before  possible.

"The  uniting  of  ’during  the  week’  television  and  weekend 
radio  will  enable  advertisers  to  say  on  Fridays:  'Buy  it,  you'll 
need  it  for  the  weekend’;  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  'Use  it  --  it's 
good';  and  on  Mondays,  'Use  it  up  or  didn't  have  it?  Stock  up  for

GREATER  MUTUAL  UNDERSTANDING  AMONG  MUSICIANS 

Steve  Allen,  who’s  done  a  lot  towards  educating  his  TONIGHT 
audience  in  jazz,  calls  for  a  better  understanding  of  musicians  on  the 
part  of  their  fellow  instrumentalists  in  the  current  (July)  edition  of 
Metronome,  musical  trade  journal. 

Steve,  who  has  helped  lead  the  way  in  TV  presentation  of 
jazz  by  showcasing  such  luminaries  as  Count  Basie  and  his  big  band, 
the  small  groups  of  Dave  Brubeck  and  Eddie  Condon,  and  the  individual 
talents  of  Duke  Ellington,  Ella  Fitzgerald  and  Sara  Vaughn  on  his  NBC 
shows  states  his  plea  this  way: 

"There’s  one  thing  that’s  interesting  to  remember,  and  that 
is  that  you  can  learn  all  sorts  of  things  from  inferior  musicians. 

Many  times,  when  I’ve  listened  to  pianists  that  weren’t  especially 
great,  I’ve  stopped  short  to  listen  to  something  unusual  that  they 

played.  Sometimes  it  was  a  pure  accident*  At  other  times,  it  may 
have  been  a  special  device  which  they  employed  once  and  liked  and  used 
over  and  over  again.  I’ve  never  hesitated  to  go  up  to  them  and  ask 
them  to  show  me  what  they  were  doing.  I  think  that  every  musician  can 

learn  from  every  other  musician. 

"It  would  be  silly,  for  example,  to  take  a  man  like  Chet 

Baker,  and  because  you  worship  him  for  the  wonderful  way  in  which  he 
plays ...  think  that  he  couldn’t  learn  something  from  Louis  Armstrong... 
In  the  same  way,  Loui3  could  learn  from  Chet.  Every  musician  has  some 
thing  to  give  and  every  musician  has  something  to  learn.  If  all 
musicians  would  really  enter  into  this  two-way  tolerance  arrangment,  I 
think  that  music  would  grow  and  musicians,  as  a  lot,  would  be  much 

happier,"  Steve  concludes.

WIDE  VARIETY  OP  PUBLIC  SERVICE  PROGRAMS 


The  recently  announced  "Leadership  Contest  for  NBC  Owned 
Stations"  has  served  to  bring  into  sharp  focus  the  many  facets  of 
civic  leadership  open  to  a  broadcaster,  according  to  a  survey  of  the 
stations  which  was  completed  today. 

The  NBC  Owned  radio  and  television  stations  in  Chicago, 

Cleveland,  New  York  City,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and  Washington  -- 
all  participants  in  the  contest  which  runs  from  July  4,  1955*  until 
Jan*  1,  1956  --  were  asked  to  list  highlights  of  the  public  service 
programming  which  they  already  have  been  rendering  their  communities. 

On  this  base  of  public  service  they  will  build  additional  program¬ 
ming  designed  to  win  the  "NBC  Owned  Stations  Distinguished  Leadership 
Award . " 

The  survey  --  intended  only  as  a  sampling  of  what  the 
individual  stations  offer  --  disclosed  that  the  needs  of  their 
communities  have  led  the  stations  into  widely  divergent  fields  of 
public  service.

In  announcing  the  competition,  Charles  R,  Denny,  Vice 
President  of  NBC  Owned  Stations  and  NBC  Spot  Sales,  informed  the 
stations  that  they  will  be  judged  for  best  performance  in  "The 
Two  P’s  --  Public  Service  and  Profit."  He  enumerated  the  principal 
areas  of  public  service,  including  programming  in  "social  welfare," 
"civic,"  "living  together,"  "people  at  work,"  "education,"  and  "news" 
categories . 

Mr.  Denny  called  upon  the  stations  to  exceed  all  past 
efforts  in  public  service  programming  in  order  to  win  the  contest. 

He  asked  them  to  mobilize  their  full  personnel,  programs  and 
facilities  behind  their  effort. 

The  contest  is  under  way  among  all  personnel  of  WMAQ  and 
WNBQ  in  Chicago,  WTAM  and  WNBK  in  Cleveland,  WRCA  and  WRCA-TV  in 
New  York  City,  KRCA  (television)  in  Los  Angeles,  KNBC  (radio)  in 
San  Francisco,  and  WRC  and  WRC-TV  in  Washington. 

Asked  to  report  on  public  service  programming  of  the  past 
which  will  serve  as  a  springboard  for  their  further  effort  to  win 
the  contest,  the  stations  listed  these  highlights: 

WMAQ  AND  WNBQ,  CHICAGO.  Oldest  radio  station  in  Chicago, 
WMAQ  pioneered  many  of  the  community  service  broadcast  activities 
which  today  are  accepted  as  an  integral  part  of  broadcasting.  Radio’s 
first  educational  series,  the  "University  of  Chicago  Roundtable,” 
forerunner  of  today’s  "New  World"  program,  was  born  on  WMAQ  24

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WRCA  AND  WRCA-TV,  NEW  YORK.  The  radio  and  television 
programs  of  Tex  McCrary  and  Jinx  Palkenburg  also  devoted  considerable 
time  to  studying  the  traffic  situation  in  New  York.  Leaders  in 
transit,  civic  organizations  and  government  were  interviewed. 

The  stations  organized  "Operation  Classroom,"  an 
opportunity  for  selected  college  students  to  see  broadcasting  from 
the  inside.  The  "WRCA  Junior  Sales  Club"  presented  an  opportunity 
for  youngsters  to  organize  profitable  enterprises  for  the  Summer 
months.  An  anti-litter  campaign,  a  program  devoted  to  answering 
telephoned  questions  about  income  taxes,  and  "Answers  to  Cancer," 
a  television  panel  program,  have  been  typical  activities. 

The  stations  interest  in  youth  reached  a  high  point  when 
a  "Junior  Champions  Tournament,"  an  outgrowth  of  a  weekly  half-hour 
program,  was  staged  in  Madison  Square  Garden  for  85  young  athletes, 
"Citizens  Union  Searchlight,"  each  week  brings  state  and 
city  leaders  before  the  cameras  for  interrogation  by  reporters, 

KRCA,  LOS  ANGELES.  "Faith  of  Our  Children,"  featuring 
Eleanor  Powell,  is  considered  the  outstanding  religious  program 
on  the  West  Coast.  Other  public  service  programs  include  "Teen  Age 
Trials";  "Get  the  Facts,"  presented  in  cooperation  with  the  Los 
Angeles  Examiner;  and  "Halls  of  Science,"  presented  in  cooperation 
with  the  University  of  Southern  California. 

KNBC,  SAN  FRANCISCO.  Outstanding  in  KNBC’s  public  service  -- 
and  believed  to  be  the  only  such  project  in  the  United  States  --  is 
a  non-profit  organization  called  "Careers  Unlimited,"  Supported  by 
business  leaders,  it  has  the  purpose  of  finding  employment  for  women 
over  the  age  of  40.  KNBC's  Marjorie  King  was  the  moving  force  in

organizing  "Careers  Unlimited,"  and  it  has  grown  into  a  community 
project.  At  present  she  is  conducting  a  strong  campaign  on  her 
program  to  promote  highway  safety. 

An  outstanding  series  at  KNBC  was  "Citizens  of  Tomorrow." 
It  presented  the  city  school  superintendent,  nationally  known 
educators,  teachers,  parents  and  students  in  discussions  of  problems 
facing  the  schools. 

WRC  AND  WRC-TV,  WASHINGTON,  D.C.  Educational  television 
is  well  established  at  WRC-TV.  For  the  past  four  years  the  station 
has  presented  a  daily  15-minute  elementary  school  series.  Thousands 
of  children  have  learned  music,  French,  Spanish,  civics  and  science 
in  their  classrooms  at  schools  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by 
watching  the  programs. 

The  TV  station  currently  is  preparing  a  series  of  four 
half-hour  programs  as  a  "Progress  Report"  on  the  expose  series,  "Our 
Beautiful  Potomac,"  which  revealed  the  reasons  behind  the  serious 
pollution  conditions  in  the  Potomac  River.  As  a  result  of  the 
original  series,  many  communities  along  the  banks  of  the  historic 
river  have  acted  to  end  pollution. 

The  WRC  and  WRC-TV  management  is  consulting  with  local 
and  Congressional  experts  to  determine  whether  a  radio  or  television 
series  on  juvenile  delinquency,  child  adoption  and  old  age  problems 
would  be  helpful  to  the  community  and  social  agencies. 
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NBC  OWNED  STATIONS  REGISTER  SALES  INCREASES 
DURING  FIRST  SIX  MONTHS  OF  1955 


The  healthy  condition  of  spot  radio  and  television  being 
predicted  by  industry  leaders  for  the  Fall  months  was  foreshadowed 
throughout  the  first  six  months  of  1955  on  the  NBC  Owned  Stations, 
according  to  reports  submitted  today  to  Charles  R.  Denny,  Vice 
President  of  NBC  Owned  Stations  and  NBC  Spot  Sales. 

In  both  national  spot  sales  and  local  sales,  the  NBC  Owned 
Stations  showed  substantial  gains  for  the  first  six  months  of  1955  as 

compared  with  a  similar  period  in  1954. 

NBC  Owned  Stations  covered  in  the  reports  included  WRCA  and 
WRCA-TV,  New  York  City;  WRC  and  WRC-TV,  Washington;  WTAM  and  WNBK, 
Cleveland;  WMAQ,  and  WNBQ,  Chicago;  KRCA,  Los  Angeles;  and  KNBC,  San 

Francisco. 

The  division  increase  in  national  spot  sales  was  13  psr 
cent.  Biggest  gains  in  television  national  spot  sales  were  registered 
by  WRC-TV  with  43  per  cent  and  WNBK  with  34  per  cent.  WRCA  led

the  gains  in  national  spot  sales  in  radio,  with  a  seven  per  cent 
increase  over  the  first  six  months  of  1954. 

NBC  Owned  Stations  collectively  registered  a  gain  of 
12  per  cent  in  local  sales  compared  with  the  same  period  last  year. 
WRCA-TV  with  18  per  cent,  WNBK  with  1 6  per  cent,  and  KRCA  with 
15  per  cent  recorded  the  major  gains  in  television.  In  radio  local 
sales,  WTAM  led  with  a  45  per  cent  increase.

Bruce  Catton,  editor  of  "American  Heritage,"  semi-annual 
publication  of  commentary  on  the  American  scene,  will  bring  his  book's 
observations  up  to  date. 

Clinton  Rossiter,  author  of  "Conservatism  in  America,"  will 
present  "A  New  Chapter"  to  his  book,  adding  his  latest  observations . 

Virginia  Pasley,  author  of  the  best-selling  work  on  the 

American  soldiers  who  refused  repatriation  at  Panmunjom,  will  discuss 

an  addendum  to  the  book  --  "Three  Who  Came  Back" --  concerning  the 

three  ex-GIs,  recently  released  by  the  Red  Chinese  who  are  now  homeward 
bound. 

Merriman  Smith,  long-time  United  Press  White  House  Corre¬ 
spondent  and  author  of  the  book,  "Meet  Mr.  Eisenhower,"  will  add  a 
chapter  based  on  his  experiences  covering  the  Geneva  conferences.  He 
titles  it:  "Meet  Mr.  Eisenhower  --  in  Geneva." 

Director  of  NBC  News  William  R.  McAndrew  will  supervise  the 
program.  Producers  are  Julian  Goodman  and  Ann  Gillis,  Robert  Doyle 
is  the  director.  The  program  will  originate  in  V/ashington.

Castleman  de  T.  Chesley,  former  assistant  director  of 
athletics  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  will  serve  as  liaison 
officer  between  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  and  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association  during  the  forthcoming  football  season. 

This  Fall,  NBC-TV  will  telecast  eight  top  intercollegiate 
games  on  an  exclusive  national  basis,  in  addition  to  five  Eastern 
regional  contests.

Director  Thomas  S.  Gallery  and  Asa  Bushnell,  commissioner  of  the 
Eastern  College  Athletic  Conference  and  director  of  the  NCAA  tele- 
vision  program.

Following  the  war,  he  joined  Tel-Ra  Productions  as  a  vice 
president  and  then  returned  to  his  alma  mater  as  assistant  director 
of  athletics.  More  recently,  he  has  been  assistant  sports  director 
of  the  American  Broadcasting  Company.

When  commercial  television  makes  its  debut  in  England  this 
September,  one  of  the  first  shows  in  the  new  category  will  be  People 
are  Funny." 

But  the  English  producer,  Monty  Bailey -Watson,  thinks  he'll 

have  to  alter  the  show  a  little.

Least- 
ways,  he  swam  back  and  forth  in  a  tank  of  Channel  water  while  the 

ship  in  which  the  tank  was  located  crossed  the  Channel. 

Once,  he  piled  up  "the  largest  haystack  in  Britisn  history 

outside  of  London's  staid  Royal  Albert  Hall,  and  had  12  contestants 
to  look  for  a  needle  in  it.  Husbands  have  auctioned  off  their  wives, 

and  butlers  have  been  donated  to  poor  Cockney  families. 

It  all  goes  to  show,  he  says,  that  people  are  funny  every¬ 
where  .
